Dr. Lester K. Beavers Dr. Joseph M. Gratto Nancy M. Hockensmith Karen (Heare) Campbell 


Dr. Lester K. Beavers, professor of 
political science and sociology, has 
been named interim president of Po- 
tomac State College effective June 3, 
following Dr. Joseph M. Gratto’ s de- 
cision to step down and return to 
teaching. 

Dr. Beavers joined the Potomac 
State faculty in October, 1971, as as- 
sistant professor. He was promoted to 
associate professor in 1976 and to full 
professor in 1981. 

A graduate of West Virginia Uni- 
versity, Dr. Beavers received his 
bachelor’s (1966), master’s (1968), 
and doctorate (1978) degrees in politi- 
cal science. He served as a teaching 
assistant in the WVU Department of 
Political Science in 1967. 

He joined the Peace Corps and 
served in Colombia, South America, 
from 1963 to 1965. He taught one year 
at Fairmont State College (1968-69) 
before returning to Colombia to teach 
as Profcsor Asociado at the University 
of Antioquia in Medellin from 1969 to 
1971 and to do research toward his 
doctorate. He is fluent in Spanish. 

Dr. Beavers played a key role in the

Mrs. Irene (Brown) Hartman, 
professor emerita of secretarial 
and office administration at Po- 
tomac State College, has been 
named the 1994 recipient of the 
Distinguished Service Award 
from die College’s Alumni As- 
sociation. She will be honored at 
the annual Homecoming banquet 
Saturday, October 15, at the Po- 
tomac Motel. 

Established in 1975, the Dis- 
tinguished Service Award is 
made annually for exceptional 
service to the College and/or its 
Alumni Association. 

In making the announcement, 
the selection committee noted 
her 30 years of devoted service 
to Potomac State. However, of 
prime importance to the Alumni 
Association was the assistance 
she gave to our group. She aided 
the late secretary-treasurer Ervin 
L. Dayton and his current suc- 
cessor Kenneth F. Haines with 
Homecoming mailings, and 
when the Alumni Office opened 
in 1962, she was extremely help- 
ful in assisting Alumni Affairs 
Director Mary Evelyn Coffman 
in expanding mailings tenfold 
for the Alumni Newsletter. 

Mrs. Hartman is a native of 
Vanport, Beaver, PA, and a 
graduate of Beaver High School. 
In 1949 she earned a bachelor of 
science degree with honors from 
Geneva College in Beaver Falls, 
PA. She was awarded a master’s 
in education from the University 
of Pittsburgh in 1953. She has 


done additional graduate work at 
the universities of Michigan 
State, Colorado, and Hawaii. 

She taught at Midland (PA) 
High School from 1949 to 1953 
when she joined the Potomac 
State faculty, following the res- 
ignation of the late Frances 
(Doak) Sorrell. 

Irene’s committee service at 
the College included the Judicial 
Board, on which she served as 
secretary and spent many hours 
transcribing testimony. She was 
also a member of Academic 
Standards, Admissions and Re- 
cruitment, Athletic, Outstanding 
Student Award, Distinguished 
Service Award and the Col- 
lege-Wide Review Committee 
for Promotion and Tenure, and 
many, many others. 

A life member of the National 
Education Association, she 
worked on state and local levels 
for the West Virginia Education 
Association and its Higher Edu- 
cation component. She was pres- 
ident of PSC’s higher education 
chapter and both secretary and 
treasurer for the W.Va. Associa- 
tion of Higher Education. 

She was a sponsor of Eta Up- 
silon Gamma Sorority from 
1953 until 1970. She represented 
Potomac State at hundreds of 
College Days and Career Days 
at high schools not only in West 
Virginia but surrounding states 
also. She also served as both 
president and secretary-treasurer 
_ of the College Social Club. 


When the West Virginia 
Board of Regents created a Fac- 
ulty Advisory Council, Irene 
was the first representative 
elected from the faculty in 1976, 
a position she held until her re- 
tirement in 1983. 

She provided her students 
with many field trips to Cumber- 
land, Morgantown, and Pitts- 
burgh. She served unofficially as 
a one-woman placement bureau 
for her students, inviting a 
Washington, D.C. recruiter for 
government jobs to test and in- 
terview on campus. She also 
maintained excellent contacts 
with personnel directors of area 
industries and business firms. 

Among her honors is mem- 
bership in Delta Kappa Gamma 
women’s education honorary, 
which she has served as vice- 
president and is currently trea- 


surer. She is also a member of 
Delta Pi Epsilon, national busi- 
ness education honorary. 

From 1975 to 1979 Irene was 
president of Professional Secre- 
taries International, Cumberland 
chapter. She also served as pres- 
ident of the Tri-State Business 
Association in 1972-73 and has 
also been its newsletter editor. 
She was awarded a life member- 
ship in this Pittsburgh-based or- 
ganization in 1974. 

She is a member of Highland 
Arts Unlimited, a local arts 
council, for which she did pro- 
grams for many years. She also 
belongs to the Mineral County 
Retired Teachers Association.

A native of Keyser and a 
graduate of its high school, he 
earned an Associate of Arts from 
Potomac State in 1963, and a 
bachelor of science degree in 
journalism from West Virginia 
University. 

Following graduation he 
joined the Akron (Ohio) Beacon 
Journal as a sports writer.

PSC’s Outstanding Professor 
Award recognizes excellence in 
teaching, community service, 
and professional development or 
research.

Dr. Joseph M. Gratto, former 
president of the College, pre- 
sented the Alumni Achievement 
Award to Dr. Karen Vance 
Harper ’62, dean of the School 
of Social Work at West Virginia 
University.

In his remarks to the alumni, 
former President Gratto noted 
that the College had come 
through the North Central Reac- 
creditation process with a rec- 
ommendation that accreditation 
be renewed for ten years, the 
maximum allowable. 

"I am not exaggerating when I 
tell you," said Dr. Gratto, that 
we have some technological in- 
novations which are not matched 
elsewhere in this state. Every 
residence hall room has two 
telephones and cable TV, and 
air-conditioning. Students can 
access not only the commerical 
TV cable available in Keyser, 
but 16 other channels, which in- 
clude campus access, education- 
al, and foreign language pro- 
grams.” 

He asked the alumni to con- 
tinue to be spokepersons for Po- 
tomac State and for higher edu- 
cation. He noted that Potomac 
State, although small, is the only 
college for a large area of the 
state.

The Potomac State College 
athletic program went into the 
1993-94 school year with lots 
of promise. The teams gave it 
their all in every game and 
did not disappoint the fans. 

The Potomac State Cata- 
mount football team, under 
head coach Angelo Luvara, 
played well and finished the 
season with a 6-3 record. 

To begin the season, Lu- 
vara took his troops to Hunt- 
ington for a clash with the 
Marshall University JV squad 
and won 28-19. Then, the 
Cats had a two-week layoff, 
and it cost them as the team 
did not look to be ready for 
Lackawanna Junior College. 
The Cats committed eight 
turnovers in the 29-7 defeat. 
The loss ended an 8-game 
winning streak that went back 
to last season. 

On October 16, with a 3-1 
record that included a 40-0 
rout of George Mason, the 
Cats went into their Home- 
coming game against the 10th 
ranked Montgomery Knights. 
The team sent the fans home 
unhappy as they lost 35-12. It 
was a tale of two halves. PSC 
controlled the first and Mont- 
gomery controlled the second. 
After a field goal by sopho- 
more kicker Eric Read, 
sophomore fullback Tom 
Bushman had a 1-yard TD 
run and PSC was up 10-0. Af- 
ter that, the visitors would 
score 35 straight points to win 
the game. 

The Cats finished the sea- 
son off well, winning 3 of the 
last 4 games, including their 
final home game of the regu- 
lar season, a 14-0 shutout of 
Stevens State. The visitors 
were having their best season 
ever at 6-2 but could not get 
anything done against the 
Cats. Freshman defensive 
back Marcus Clausell put the 
game away as he picked up a 
fumble and ran it back 86 
yards for a touchdown. 

Both the men’s and wom- 
en’s basketball teams played 
outstanding ball during the 
year and made their school 
proud of them. The fierest 
opponent was Mother Nature 
and the Winter of 1994: they 
scrambled to get games in 
and reschedule games that 
had had to be cancelled. 

The Potomac State Lady 
Catamounts, under head 
coach Elizabeth Hudson and 
assistant coach William T. 
Broderick, had one of their 
best seasons ever with a 20-5 
record. 

The team was led by 
sophomore forward/guard 
Jenny Mayfield and freshman 
guard Sherri McDaniel. May- 
field was always in the scor- 
ing column and played excep- 
tionally well when McDaniel 


went down and had to sit out 
a few games. McDaniel 
dazzelcd onlookers on her 
way to a spectacular freshman 
year of basketball. 

The Lady Cats started out 
very well with a 5-0 record 
and finished the month of 
Januwary with an 11-2 
record. The team was hon- 
ored in the NJCAA Division 
II poll ranked No. 12. Mc- 
Daniel with her excellent play 
on the court earned a place in 
the individual scoring race in 
the same poll. She was ranked 
11th, averaging 17.4 points a 
game. 

The Lady Cats played a 
very tough schedule during 
the entire season.

The Cats opened the season 
in the Garrett Preview 
Classic on November 12 and 
won their first game against 
Dundalk Community College, 
125-112. The next night in 
the championship game, the 
team lost a close game 
against Garrett Community 
College, 94-92. Garrett would

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Gratto Reflects on Presidency 


Dr. Joseph M. Giatto, who 
stepped down in June from the 
presidency of Potomac State 
which he has occupied since 
November of 1987, recently re- 
flected on his years of service. 

"When I came here," said Dr. 
Gratto, "WVU gave me two 
principal charges. The first was 
to assume a leadership role in 
the region which would reforge 
a good relationship between the 
campus, the communities of this 
area, and with the various eche- 
lons of governance. The second 
was to ready the college for the 
North Central Association’s 
reaccreditation visit in 1993. 

"These two simple charges," 
he said, "proved to be complex 
and time-consuming chal- 
lenges." In regional affairs, Dr. 
Gratto was a charter member of 
the Mineral County Develop- 
ment Authority. He was the 
West Virginia citizen representa- 
tive on the four-member select 
committee appointed by the 
Governors of West Virginia and 
Maryland to facilitate the re- 
opening of the Cumberland Re- 
gional Airport to commercial 
service. During Desert Storm, 
Dr. Gratto was a leader in efforts 
to provide support on the home 
front to families of personnel 
called to active duty. He also 
strengthened the college’s ties 
with Highland Arts, the area’s 
arts council, and worked with 
the Apple Alley Players to bring 
more theater to the campus and 
to provide increased opportuni- 
ties for students to participate in 
major dramatic presentations. 
An active churchman. Dr. Gratto 
worked with the Keyser Pastoral 
Council to increase the involve- 
ment of local clergy with PSC 
students, brought the annual 
Children’s Choir Festival to 
Church-McKee, and was in- 
volved in many other regional 
activities. In 1992, Governor 
Caperton recognized Dr. Gratto 
by awarding him the designation 
of "Distinguished West Virgini- 
an." 

"The directions to prepare the 
college for North Central’s vis- 
it," said Dr. Gratto, "proved de- 
ceptively simple. In the previous 
visit in 1983, NCA has ex- 
pressed concern over the campus 
facilities, over declining enroll- 
ment, and over the lack of a 
comprehensive college planning 
process." The planning required 
development of a Long-Range 
Plan for the college, a Facilities 
Master Plan, and other proce- 
dures. In its 1993 visit, the NCA 
commended PSC for die quality 
of its planning, and for the im- 
plementation of the plans. 

Enrollment increased to 
record levels in several of Dr. 
Gratto’s years and has stabilized 
in the enrollment ranges charac- 
teristic of the 1970’s. However, 
even though the NCA team was 
satisfied with the current trend. 
Dr. Gratto says that the declining 
population in West Virginia and, 
in particular, the decline in high 


school graduates in West Vir- 
ginia projected for the next 
decade will make enrollment a 
matter of concern for the col- 
lege. 

Facilities improvements have 
been numerous, with the renova- 
tions of Lough Gymnasium, 
Memorial Hall, the Student 
Union, and the Dining Hall lead- 
ing the list. In addition, the 
building known to a generation 
of PSC graduates as the Lan- 
guage House was renovated as a 
Student Health Center and 
Counseling Center. This both 
provided excellent facilities for 
these services, and freed space in 
Memorial Hall for restoration as 
student housing. Other im- 
provements included the devel- 
opment of better campus lighting 
for safety, security, and conve- 
nience, the cabling of the cam- 
pus for TV, the installation of a 
new telephone system, which in- 
cludes private phones for all stu- 
dents, and the purchase of a farm 
from Mineral County. Equip- 
ment modernization also had a 
high priority, with over $1,000,- 
000 in computer and computer- 
related investments during Dr. 
Gratto’s tenure, and with plans 
in place to continue progress in 
this important area. 

In addition, the new campus 
televisio syystem proiides the 
students in the residence halls 
with stations broadcasting con- 
tinuously in Spanish, German, 
nnd French, and with news 
broadcasts in various languages 
from some 40 countries. Po- 
tomac State is the only West 
Virginia college, and one of but 
a new nationllly, with such ca- 
pabilities. In addition, 6 educa- 
tional channels and 40 enter- 
tainment channels are provided. 
These may be seen not only in 
student’s rooms, but from most 
classrooms and offices on the 
campus. 

In summing up his presiden- 
cy, Dr. Gratto told the Faculty 
Assembly in April that he was 
pleased to have had the opportu- 
nity to be of service to the stu- 
dents, faculty, staff, and com- 
munity, and listed his steward- 
ship achievements as follows: 

In the interest of students: two 
parking lots have been devel- 
oped: the one on the water tower 
side of the gym, and the lot be- 
low the faculty apartment house; 
the dispensary was established in 
the building formerly used for

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Three Named to Athletic Hall of F ame

KEYSER — Wayne C. Boor 
may have said it best when he 
refuted a declaration inscribed 
on a plaque in the coaching of- 
fice during his tenure as athletic 
director at Wheaton High 
School in Maryland. 

“In the total span of eternity, 
what’s happening now is in- 
significant,” were the words 
etched on the plaque. “I always 
took solace in those words, but 
right now I’m afraid I’ll have to 
refute them,” Boor said, as he 
was inducted into the Potomac 
State College Athletic Hall of 
Fame. 

“Because what is happening 
here tonight is the most signifi- 
cant thing to happen to me in 
my 42 years as an athlete and 
coach,” he said. 

Boor was one of three hon- 
orees at the annual PSC athletic 
banquet held at the Potomac 
Motel in Keyser on Saturday, 
July 23. 

Boor was introduced by 
long-time crony and fellow Po- 
tomac State hall-of-famer Tom 
O’Connor. 

Another local sports legend, 
Fred “Tack” Clark, of Keyser 
High School coaching fame, in- 
troduced the second honoree of 
the evening, Robert M. 
Stegmaier, who despite his 
Maryland roots, says he has 
strong ties to the Mountain 
State. 

“I may be from Cumberland, 
but I have some very strong ties 
to West Virginia,” said 
Stegmaier. “My athletic career 
got started at a very young age 
on the streets and fields of Alle- 
gany County in Maryland, and 
one of my greatest achievements 
came at a very young age. 

“I earned a spot on an All- 
Star team comprised of 16- 
year-old players when I was on- 
ly 12 years old. I though that 
was pretty impressive until I 
learned of a nine-year-old out- 
fielder from Ridgeley who had 
accomplished the same goal. 
And that player turned out to be 
none other than Tack Clark.’ ’ 

While Boor and Stegmaier 
joined a growing list of PSC ath- 
letic inductees. Dr. Sandra J. 
Elmore broke new ground, and 
also shattered a barrier for the 
Potomac State Hall of Fame. 

“Sandy is essentially a trail- 
blazer for young women at Po- 
tomac State College and for the 
entire state of West Virginia,” 
said award presenter Nancy 
Hockensmith on Saturday. 
“Sandy is the first of the first,” 
Hockensmith added, as Elmore 
did, in fact, become the first fe- 
male to enter the PSC Hall of 
Fame, which was previously 
dominated by male membership. 

Hockensmith paid tribute to 
Elmore for breaking new ground 
at Potomac State and transcend- 
ing the tokenism of the mid 
1970s, as the first coach in the 


history of the women’s basket- 
ball program at the school. 

Elmore was generous with her 
praise for colleagues and stu- 
dents in her acceptance address. 
“The success I was able to 
achieve at Potomac State was 
not due to Sandy Elmore. It was 
due to the student-athletes and 
the fellow staff,” she said. “At 
Potomac State, we were general- 
ly expected to do more with 
less. And that’s a goal I’m sure 
we achieved.” 

Boor, a local athletic stand- 
out, graduated from Keyser 
High School, in 1945 and at- 
tended PSC for the ’45 and ’46 
seasons, where he was a mem- 
ber of the basketball program. 
He went on to the University of 
Tulsa and graduated in ’51 with 
a BA degree and later earned a 
masters at George Washington 
University. 

He was a three-sport letter- 
man at Keyser in football, bas- 
ketball and track and played se- 
mi-pro basketball for the Cum- 
berland Old Germans from 19 
55-57. He earned an athletic 
scholarship to Mississippi State 
and the University of Tulsa for 
football before embarking upon 
a career in coaching which 
would span more than four 
decades. 

That illustrious tenure began 
as a basketball coach at Fort 
Ashby High School from 1952- 
53. He later continued as an as- 
sistant football coach and track 
coach at Fort Hill High School 
from 1954-59. Boor landed his 
initial high school head coach- 
ing position at Fort Hill in bas- 
ketball during the 1958-59 sea- 
son. 

At the start of the 1959 school 
year. Boor transferred to 
Wheaton High School, where he 
served in various capacities until 
the end of the 1993 season. 

In the fall of 1976, Dr. El- 
more was named as Potomac 
State’s first coach of women’s 
basketball. Elmore went on to 
coach the Lady Catamounts for 
10 seasons, and compiled an 
impressive mark of 156-62 over 
that span. 

Under Elmore’s leadership, 
Potomac State had a dream sea- 
son in 1983-84, when it was 
twice ranked nationally. One 
week, the Lady Cats were 
ranked No. 1 in the country de- 
fensively and rolled to a gaudy 
mark of 20-6 the following year. 
She resigned from coaching at 
the end of the ’85-86 season to 
begin three years of advance ed- 
ucation to earn her doctorate. 

Elmore is a 1970 graduate of 
Walton High School and earned 
her MS in physical education at 
West Virginia University in 
1975. 

Stegmaier was a baseball 
player at Potomac State, which 
he attended from 1931-33, after 
graduating from Lasalle Institute 
in ’29. He went on to earn a BS

lege during two successful North Central 
Association reaccreditations. 

"She has helped shepherd the College 
through some of its challenging times. 
Her leadership and foresight have helped 
the College’s academic programs devel- 
op effectively, and she has formalized 
policies and procedures which have given 
the academic division an administrative 
professionalism which would be the envy 
of any college," he said. 

Professor Hockensmith has moved into 
a new office in Reynolds Hall. Her main 
project for the year will be to work with 
the library staff in development of a 
long-range program to meet North Cen- 
tral concerns. Since Reynolds Hall has 
been designated for honors students this 
fall, she will have the opportunity of 
working directly with those students to 
advance the honors program. 

Professor Hockensmith joined the PSC 
faculty as an instructor in biology in 
1965, the first female to serve in that de- 
partment. Rising to the rank of full pro- 
fessor in 1980, she became chair of the 
Division of Natural and Physical Sci- 
ences in 1979, which position she held 
until assuming the deanship in 1984. In 
addition, she served as Interim Executive 
Dean (chief executive officer) from July 
1 to October 31, 1987. 

A native of Charles Town, WV, she 
holds a bachelor of arts degree in biology 
(1961) and a master of science degree in 
comparative anatomy and embryology 
(1965) from West Virginia University. 

She has served on every major com- 
mittee at the College since 1965, and as 


dean, chaired every faculty search com- 
mittee, and was a member of the Admin- 
istrative Council. 

She has been PSC’s Campus Sexual 
Harassment Liaison Representative to 
WVU, a member of the University’s Re- 
cruitment/Retention of Minority Task 
Force, and of the University Continuing 
Education Committee. 

Professor Hockensmith served on the 
Academic Affairs Advisory Committee 
(AAAC) of the W.Va. Board of Regents, 
was the PSC representative to the BOR’s 
Evaluation Advisory Committee for 
Statewide Program Reviews, and the 
College’s institutional reporting repre- 
sentative to the BOR. 

She was named an Outstanding Teach- 
er in the University system in 1978 and 
also received nominations for the same 
honor in 1976 and 1979. She served as 
athletic coordinator for the College from 
1983 until 1988, at which time she was 
honored with a plaque from Region XX 
for outstanding contributions.
